T he Hague, Holland.—-W hether the 
Dutch astronomers have succeeded fn 
solving the problems set themselves 
with regard to the sun and moon will 
only be known when nil the photo­ 
graphs taken in the eclipse camp In 
Limburg have 
been 
developed and 
studied and 
the num erous 
o bserva­ 
tions then taken have all been worked 
out. 
T he weather, every one admitted, 
was entirely favorable, 
so 
that a 
wealth of material was gathered. 
One of the im po rt ant tasks of the 
astrono mers was to try to obtain data 
from which to determine the exact, 
position and exact diam eter of the 
moon. 
For that purpose they stati on­ 
ed observers at five different places. 
At each of the points chosen two 
telescopes were erected on firm stone 
foundations 
one f >r direct oeulnr ob­ 
servations, tho other for projecting 
the phenomenon on a sc re e n ,o n which 
could be followed the whole course of 
the sun and moon while In conjunc­ 
tion. 
T he sky was ideal f a r ob 
eclipse. 
j 
As for myself, I had chosen the ope: 
fields for taking observations. Th« *r<g it 
wouid be possible to note int* i rd 
animals and plants comported them- 
! selves; for very conflicting stories are 
| told of fear manifested by some creo 
1 tures or of birds going to roost and 
of flowers closing their petals in sleep. 
, 
Exact to the half minute the sun be­ 
gan to chow an indenture at the lower 
right hand side of the disk, but no di­ 
minishing of tho w arm th of its rayn 
could yet be felt. 
Not until the moon 
had covered more than hulf of the 
sun was it appreciably colder. 
B ut at 
the critical moment, when only ono- 
twentieth part of the sun ’s disk re­ 
mained, like the sickle of a golden 
new moon, the ulr bec am e very cold.
